Is  this 
a continuation,  in  a veiled  way,  of  tilt*  spirit  that  placed  American  coins 
anions  the  listings  of  Pritish  Polonies  (Atkins)?  Surely,  there  must  be 
worth-while  developments  in  other  numismatic  fields.  After  a 11,'  England  is 
only  a part,  and  a small  part  of  the  Nuropoan  world  not  to  mention  the 
Oriental  series,  especially  tile  Far  Fast,  where  much  work  remains  to  be 
done.  Why  always  tread  familiar  paths? 

J)i\  Milne  opens  the  volume  with  a discussion  of  The  Early  Gold  Coins  of 
Avia  Minor,  followed  by.  1 lerlicrl  Calm's  Elaviana  Ineditu,  a near  complete 
catalogue  of  hitherto  unpublished  coins  of  the  Flavian  Emperors;  Ihirold 
Mattingly  treats  the  Reigns  of  Trelmninniis  Callus,  Volusian  & Acinilian  Lp 
the  expert  manlier  observed  in  his  earlier  work  on  the  subject.  Marcus  N. 
'Tod  cont  imtes  his  Kpigraphal  Notes  oil  (■reek  Coinage. 

Among  the  book  reviews,  we  recomineml  Mr.  Mattingly's  discussion  of  the 
West oh lison  opus  on  ( *n rrcncy  in  Roman  and  Ry/antine  Lg’.vpL  and  his 
review  .of  the  -new  work  on  August  can  Counterstamps,  by  Michael  Gruen- 
wald  of  Paste.

The  789th  meeting  of  the  R.N.A.  was  called  to  order  by  Dr.  Cady  at 
3:30  p.m.  with  2o  members  and  3 visitors  present.  The  correspondence 
that  accumulated  since  the  last  meeting  was  read  and  filed. 

A report  was  made  on  the  successful  R.N.A.  Picnic  held  at  the  home  of 
Mrs.  Thayer  on  July  12,  1947*  It  was  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  members 
that  Mrs.  Thayer  be  given  a vote  of  thanks  for  making  her  home  and  grounds 
available  for  this  event. 

Reports  were  made  by  Pittman  and  Eichorn  on  the  coming  Annual  Inter- 
national Hobby  Show  to  be  held  in  the  Rochester  Armory  from  October  1st 
through  the  10th. 

George  Bauer  and  John  Pittman  discussed  the  coming  A.N.A.  Convention 
in  Buffalo  and  all  the  members  and  guests  were  invited  to  attend  and 
see  the  displays  of  numismatic  materials  and  participate  in  the 
activities. 

Motions  to  pay  the  secretary's  bill  of  four  dollars  and  fifty 

and  the  renewal  subscription  fee  of  two  dollars  ($2.00)  for  The  Numismatic 

Scrapbook  Magazine  were  unanimously  passed.

The  R*N*A*  was  founded  for  tte  purpose  of  increasing  and  diffusing  a knowledge 
of  numismatio8(and  to  promote  interest  and  encourage  oooperation*It  serves 
to  coordinate  the  effort 6a  of  those  interested  in  oolleotlng»those  interested 
in  history  and  those  Interested  in  art  and  manufacture* It  is  non-political 
and  non-sectarian  fand  lnoludes  in  its  membership  people  from  all  walks  of  life* 
The  only  requirements  for  membership  are  an  honest  desire  to  promote  good 
fellowship  in  the  Assooiation^and  a genuine  Interest  in  one  of  the  many  branches 
of  numismatics*  The  meetings  are  held  on  the  first  and  third  Tuesday  of  each 
month  (except  during  July  and  August ) and  visitors  are  always  welcome* 

This  organisation  was  not  a year  old  when  it  brought  to  Roohester  the  annual 
convention  of  the  American  Numismatic  Assoolation*In  its  first  year  it  also 
began  a numismatic  library  which  today  is  one  of  the  finest *The  first  meetings

Each  year  since  its  organisation  the  R.N.a.  has  struck  an  anniversary  medal 
bearing  the  ItkmmiK  portrait  of  the  retiring  president  .The  dies  are  made 
by  one  of  its  members  •Alphonse  Kolb, art  1st  and  soulptor.The  medal  is  two  inches 
in  diameter  and  is  struck  in  bronse. Complete  sets  are  owned  by  maty  of  the 
members  and  there  is  a set  on  display  with  the  American  Numismatic  Sooiety  in 
New  fork  City. 

The  Associations'  collection  inoludes  coins  of  all  a&es,irom  about  600  B.C. 
to  the  present  day.They  are  made  from  a variety  of  mater la Is, such  as  p oroelain, 
glass  and  wood  and  the  metals.They  range  in  sise  from  less  than  one-ha If  inch 
in  diameter  to  the  large  reotangular  plate  money  of  Sweden.The  Association 
also  has  a very  rare  collection  of  Chinese  coins. 

The  meetings  of  the  R.N.A.  are  always  tMtaartlng  interestlng.besides  the

The  796th  meeting  of  the  R.N.A.  was  called  to  order  by  President  Cady  at  8:15  p.m.  with 
twenty-three  members  and  four  visitors  present.  The  correspondence  that  accumulated  since 
the  last  meeting  was  read  and  filed. 


S.  C.  Place  announced  that  the  Banquet  Committee  would  meet  at  his  home  on  December  l4th 
in  the  late  afternoon.  Reports  were  received  from  the  Librarian,  the  Curator,  and  the 
Hobby  Council  Representative.  A special  report  on  the  Junior  Club  Activities  was  made 
by  Meinhart.  The  Librarian  announced  that  Emmett  Peake  had  generously  offered  to  have 
bound  all  the  Numismatic  Scrapbooks  of  the  last  five  years.  Peake's  offer  was  accepted, 
and  he  was  thanked  for  his  generosity.  The  Librarian  also  announced  that  a certain  number 
of  Numismatic  Scrapbook  Magazines  were  missing,  and  the  list  was  turned  over  to  the  Secre- 
tary. Prank  Eichorn  offered  to  buy  the  missing  copies,  but  the  Secretary  suggested  that 
he  might  be  able  to  obtain  these  missing  copies  as  a gift  from  old-book  sellers.  It  was 
recommended  that  this  procedure  be  tried  before  Eichorn  makes  any  attempt  to  purchase 
the  missing  copies. 


The  application  of  M.  A.  Powils  of  Chicago,  Illinois,  for  membership  in  the  R.N.A.  was 
voted  upon  and  Powils  was  unanimously  elected  a member  of  the  R.N.A. 


A vote  on  the  proposed  revisions  and  additions  to  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  was  ordered 
by  President  Cady.  The  voting  was  article  by  article  rather  than  on  the  proposal  as  a 
whole.  Record  of  the  vote  is  as  folldws: 


The  Constitution: 


Article  IV.  Section  II  - It  was  moved  by  Eichorn  and  seconded  by  Sunday  that  the  changes 
proposed  in  Article  IV,  Section  II  be  accepted.  This  was  carried  unanimously. 

Article  IV.  Section  III  - It  was  moved  by  Poster  and  seconded  by  Pittman  that  the  changes 
in  this  Article  be  accepted.  This  was  carried  unanimously. 


Article  V.  Section  II  - It  was  moved  by  Pittman  and  seconded  by  Newell  (Eichorn?)  that 
Article  V,  Section  II  be  amended  to  delete  the  phrase  "who  shall  act  as  chairman".  This 
amendment  was  unanimously  adopted.  It  was  then  moved  by  Poster  and  seconded  by  Pittman 
that  the  proposed  Article  V,  Section  II  as  amended  be  further  amended  to  read  as  follows: 
"There  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee  consisting  of  the  retired  president  of  the  previous 
year,  all  of  the  Association's  elected  officers  of  the  current  year,  as  well  as  the  chair- 
man of  the  Nominating  Committee  after  his  appointment.  This  committee  is  to  function  in 
an  advisory  capacity  to  the  President.  The  committee  shall  meet  at  the  discretion  of  the 
President.  This  measure  was  passed  by  a vote  of  9 bo  8.  Peake  then  moved  and  Pittman 
seconded  that  Article  V,  Section  II,  as  amended  by  Pittman's  motion  and  again  as  amended 
by  Poster's  motion,  be  eliminated.  This  measure  was  passed.  Therefore,  the  proposed 
Section  II  of  Article  V will  not  appear  as  a part  of  the  Constitution. 


Article  VI  - Inasmuch  as  Article  V,  Section  II,  a proposed  section  to  the  Constitution 
had. been  eliminated  by  regular  voting,  Peake  moved  and  Pittman  seconded  that  the  phrase 
in  Article  VI,  "subject  to  the  majority  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee. . .not  other- 
wise provided  for"  be  eliminated  and  that  Article  VI  remain  as  it  is  in  the  Constitution 
under  which  the  voting  was  carried  out.  This  motion  was  unanimously  carried. 

Article  X - Poster  moved  and  Pittman  seconded  that  the  proposed  changes  in  this  Article 
be  accepted.  This  was  unanimously  adopted. 

Article  XII  - Eichorn  moved  and  Pittman  seconded  that  the  proposed  changes  in  this  Article 
be  accepted.  This  was  unanimously  adopted. 
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Article  XIII  - Foster  moved  and  Pittman  seconded  that  the  proposed  changes  In  this  Article 
be  accepted.  This  was  unanimously  adopted. 

By-Laws : 

Article  I.  Section  II  - Pittman  moved  and  Foster  seconded  that  Article  I,  Section  II  of 
the  proposed  By-Laws  be  accepted.  This  motion  was  carried  unanimously. 

Article  II  - Pittman  moved  and  Foster  seconded  that  Article  II  of  the  proposed  By-Laws 
be  accepted.  This  motion  was  carried  unanimously. 

Article  VI.  Section  I - Peake  moved  and  Pittman  seconded  that  Article  VI,  Section  I be 
accepted  without  the  phrase  "with  the  approval  of  the  majority  of  the  executive  commit  tee", 
based  on  the  fact  that  the  portion  of  the  proposed  addition  to  the  Constitution  that  was  tc 
specifically  set  up  an  executive  committee  was  voted  down.  This  motion  was  unanimously 
accepted.  This  section  remains  without  change. 

Article  VI.  Section  III  - Foster  moved,  Pittman  seconded  that  the  revision  in  Article  VI, 
Section  III  be  accepted.  This  was  carried  unanimously. 

Article  VI.  Section  IV  - Pittman  moved,  Sunday  seconded  that  this  new  section  be  added. 
This  motion  was  carried  unanimously. 

Article  VI.  Section  V - Foster  moved,  Pittman  seconded  that  a vote  be  taken  on  the  propose' 
new  section  reading  as  follows:  "No  elected  officer  of  the  Association  with  the  exception 
of  the  Vice-President,  shall  hold  an  appointment  as  a committee  chairman  or  act  as  an 
appointed  representative  of  the  Association."  The  proposed  new  section  was  defeated  by 
a vote  of  9 to  5»  Consequently,  this  section  does  not  appear  in  the  new  draft  of  the  Ry-I* 

Article  VII  - Mrs.  Osterman  moved  and  Husk  seconded  that  Article  VII  embodied  in  the  pro- 
posed changes  of  the  By-Laws  be  accepted.  This  was  unanimously  passed. 

Article  IX  - Eichorn  moved  and  Kolb  seconded  that  Article  IX,  a new  Article  in  the  By-Laws, 
be  accepted.  This  motion  was  carried  unanimously. 

After  the  vote  was  completed,  the  President  discharged  the  committee  for  the  revisions  and 
additions  to  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  on  a motion  by  Foster,  seconded  by  Pittman. 

Then  Foster  moved  and  Pittman  seconded  that  the  Committee  for  the  Hevisions  and  Additions 
to  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  be  given  a vote  of  thanks.  This  was  unanimously  passed. 

The  president  directed  that  the  Secretary  prepare  one  hundred  copies  of  the  new  Constitute 
and  By-Laws  of  the  R.N.A.  and  distribute  them  to  members  of  the  Association. 

The  program  of  the  evening,  entitled  the  "Crowns  of  Sweden",  was  given  by  Floyd  Newell. 
Newell's  program  consisted  of  the  showing  of  a number  of  plastic  slides  of  the  Crowns  of 
all  the  rulers  of  Sweden  from  Gustav  Vasa  to  the  present  time.  The  showing  of  the  slides 
was  accompanied  by  comments  by  Newell  on  the  various  rulers  of  Sweden.  Newell  was  thanked 
for  his  presentation  of  the  subject. 

After  the  regular  meeting,  an  auction  was  held  with  Sunday  as  auctioneer.

CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS 
with 

Revisions  and  Additions  of  December  16,  1947. 


Meetings  held  on  first  and  third  Tuesdays  of  each  month, 
(July  and  August  on  third  Tuesdays) 
at  g p„m. 
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Article  I.  This  Association  shall  be  known  as  the  Rochester 
Numismatic  Association,  branch  of  the  American  Numismatic  Associa- 
tion, and  Numismatic  Section  of  the  Rochester  Museum  of  Arts  and 
Sciences. 

Article  II.  The  object  of  this  association  shall  be  to  foster 
the  pursuit  of  numismatics  as  a science;  to  cultivate  fraternal 
relatione  among  collectors  and  students;  to  acquire  and  dissemin- 
ate numismatic  knowledge;  to  assist  and  encourage  new  collectors; 
and  to  form  and  maintain  a cabinet  and  library  of  numismatic  speci- 
mens and  literature  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  members. 

Article  III.  Any  person  of  good  character  who  is  trustworthy 
and  accented  by  members  of  the  association  in  accordance  with 
the  By-Laws,  may  become  an  active  member  of  this  association 
upon  payment  into  the  treasury  of  annual  dues  as  orovided  by  the 
By-Laws,  together  with  any  initiation  fee  which  may  be  current. 

Article  IV.  Section  I,  There  shall  be  three  classifications 
of  membership  in  this  association.  They  shall  be  known  as 
Regular  and  Junior  memberships,  which  shall  be  active;  and 
honorary  membership. 

Section  II.  Regular  membership  shall  consist  of  members 
of  twenty-one  years  or  more  who  shall  have  full  privileges 
and  responsibilities  of  the  association. 

Section  III.  Junior  membership  shall  consist  of  members 
of  seventeen  to  twenty-one  years  of  age,  inclusively,  who  shall 
have  all  the  privileges  and  responsibilities  of  the  association 
with  the  exception  of  voting  and  holding  elective  office. 

Section  IV.  Honorary  membership  shall  consist  of  those 
members  selected  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  a quorum  meeting  of 
this  association.  Honorary  members  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
privileges  of  the  association,  with  the  exception  of  voting, 
but  shall  not  be  amenable  to  initiation  fees,  dues,  or  suecial 
assessments. 

Article  V.  The  officers  of  this  association  shall  consist  of 
the  president,  vice-president,  secretary,  treasurer,  curator, 
and  librarian,  who  shall  be  elected  at  the  first  meeting  in 
June  of  each  year,  in  such  manner  as  is  provided  by  the  By-Laws, 
and  who  shall  take  office  at  the  meeting  next  following  their 
el ec  t ion . 

Article  VI.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  to  preside 
at  all  meetings  of  the  association,  to  preserve  order,  to  ap- 
point all  committees,  and  to  assume  such  further  duties  as 
usually  appertain  to  the  presiding  officers  of  assemblies. 


Article  VII.  It  shall  "be  the  duty  of  the  vice-president  to 
preside  in  the  absence  of  the  president,  and,  during  such 
absence,  to  ■oerform  the  duties  of  that  officer. 

Article  VIII,  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  to  keep 
the  minutes  of  the  meetings  of  this  association,  to  register 
the  names  of  the  members,  issue  all  notices  required,  and  to  do 
such  correspondence  as  may  be  ordered. 

Article  IX.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  to  keep 
account  of  all  monies  received  and  expended  and  to  report  as  to 
the  condition  of  the  treasury  as  often  as  shall  be  required  of 
him  by  the  association. 

Article  X.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  curator  to  have  sole 
custody  and  keep  an  accurate  account  of  the  association's  numis- 
matic collection  and  its  physical  possessions  other  than  the  library, 
and  to  arrange  and  care  for  itB  displays.  He  shall  report  as  to 
the  condition  of  the  collection  annually  or  as  often  as  shall  be 
required  of  him  by  the  association. 

Article  XI.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  librarian  to  have 
custody  and  keep  an  accurate  record  of  the  association's 
library,  and  to  report  as  to  the  condition  of  the  library 
annually  or  as  often  as  shall  be  required  of  him  by  the  associa- 
tion. 

Article  XII , Each  of  the  elected  officers  of  this  association  shall 
hold  office  for  the  term  of  one  year.  If  any  member  shall  take  office 
at  any  time  during  the  fiscal  year  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  any

Article  XIII.  No  alteration  of  this  constitution,  either  by  addition 
or  amendment,  shall  be  made  without  at  Isast  two  previous  written 
notices  of  the  meeting  when  the  -oroposed  resolution  for  change  shall 
be  acted  upon.  Such  proposed  resolutions  shall  be  presented  and  read 
at  a regular  or  special  meeting  and  shall  be  acted  upon -at  the  second 
meeting  following’,’’  Act-ion  on  this  resolution  shall  be  taken  only  at 
the  meeting  designated  in  the  written  notices  and  said  resolution 
may  be  adopted  by  a two- thirds  affirmative  vote  of  a quorum  of  the 
ro.-pil.ny  membership  of  the  association. 

Article  XIV,  A quorum  shall  consist  of  at  least  ten  members  or 
twenty  five  per  cent  of  the  active  resident  membership  in  good 
standing,  whichever  1b  the  smaller  number. 
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Article  I,..  Seat  Ian  I.  The  regular  meetings  of  this  associa- 
tion, shall  be  held  on  the  first  and  third  Tuesday  of  every 
month  except  during  July  and  August,  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

Section  II.  Special  meetings  of 'the  association  shall 
be  ordered  by  the  president  upon  the  written  request  of  five 
or  more  members  or  by  a majority  vote  of  the  regular  membership 
of  the  association  in  regular  meeting. 

Article  II.  All  regular  members  shall  pay  the  sura  of  $3-50  per 
fiscal  year  in  advance,  which  sum  shall  include  the  current 
annual  President’s  medal,  such  policy  to  begin  with  the  fiscal 
year  1941-1942,  unless  the  member  joins  the  association  on 
January  first  or  later  in  the  current  fiscal  year,  when  one  dollar 
shall  be  full  payment  for  that  fiscal  year,  but  shall  not  include 
the  annual  presidential  medal.  All  junior  members  shall  pay  the 
sum  of  one  dollar  per  fiscal  year  in  advance.  Any  member  who 
is  three  months  in  arrears  In  his  dues  shall  be  stricken  from  the 
membership  roll. 

Article  III,  Any  member  who  shall  refuse  to  conform  to  the 
Constitution,  By-laws,  and  regulations  of  this  association,  or 
who 'may  conduct  himself  unbef Ittlng  a member  of  this  association, 
may  by  a two-thirds  vote  of  a quorum  meeting,  be  expelled,  but 
no  vote  shall  be  taken  without  previous  written  notice  of  the 
resolution  for  expulsion.  Before  such  vote  is  taken  the  member 
under  vote  shall  be  heard  in  his  own  defense.  In  event  of  such 
member  not  being  present  when  cited  to  appear  and  not  giving 
satisfactory  reason,  he  may  be  expelled  by  a two-thirds  vote 
of  the  quorum  meeting. 

Article  IV,  Election  to  ra ember |jhip  shall  be  by  an  30$  majority 
vote,  but  all  other  voting,  unless  otherwise  specified,  shall 
be  with  majority  ruling.  Election  of  members  and  officers  shall 
be  by  written  ballot.  All  other  voting  shall  be  conducted  at  the 
option  of  the  members. 

Article  V,  The  fiscal  year  of  this  organization  shall  be  from 
the  last  meeting  in  June  until  the  last  regular  meeting  in 
June  of  the  subBecuent  year 

Article  VI.  Section  I.  All  committees  ordered  by  vote  of  this 
association  shall  be  appointed  by  the  president;  all  members 
appointed  on  said  committees  must  act  unless  excused  by  a vote 
of  the  association. 
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Sect  log  O.  The  president  shall  appoint  a membership 
committee  consisting  of  five  members.  All  applications  for 
membership  to  the  association  shall  be  read  in  open  meeting 
and  then  referred  to  the  membership  committee  who  shall  in- 
vestigate each  prospective  member  and  shall  bring  before  the 
association  within  two  meetings  any  applications  presented  to 
them,  together  with  their  respective  report.  All  applications 
for  membership  shall  be  acknowledged  and  all  applicants  advised 
as  to  the  action  taken  on  their  request  for  membership.  The 
membership  committee  shall  be  responsible  for  the  instruction 
of  new  members  in  the  policies  Of  the  association  and  ehall 
supply  them  with  a copy  of  the  constitution  and  furnish  them 
with  information  on  the  advantages  offered  by  the  association. 

The  membership  committee  shall  be  responsible  for  contacting 
ill  or.  unfortunate  members. 

Section  III.  The  president  shall  upon  his  election 
appoint  a chairman  of  the  Nominating  Committee  for  that  fiscal 
year.  On  the  first  regular  meeting  in  April  he  shall  appoint 
two  additional  members  to  thiB  committee.  Nominations  for 
officers  shall  be  opened  the  first  regular  meeting  In  May  and 
remain  open  until  election  begins,  A slate  for  each  office  shall 
be  presented  by  the  Nominating  committee  at  the  May  meeting  mentioned 
above.  Other  nominations  may  be  made  from  the  floor. 

Section  IV.  The  president  shall  appoint  an  auditing 
committee,  consisting  of  three  members,  at  the  first  meeting ^ 
in  May,  This  committee  shall  audit  the  bookB  of  the  treasurer 
and  the  Association's  physical  possessions  in  the  custody  of 
the  curator,  and  the  librarian.  They  shall  report  at-  the  last 
meeting  in  June  of  that  same  fiscal  year. 

Article  VII.  These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  by  a majority  vote, 
written  notice  of  intention  for  such  alteration  or  amendment  having 
been  given  one  meeting  previous,  at  which  meeting  such  alteration  or 
amendment  shall  be  read. 

Article  VIII.  All  funds  of  the  Association  shall  be  kept  by  the 
treasurer  in  a bank  account  which  shall  be  so  arranged  that  the 
counter  signature  of  president  or  vice-president  is  necessary  in 
addition  to  the  regular  signature  of  the  treasurer,  for  the  with- 
drawal of  funds 
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The  3^th  Annual  Banquet  of  the  R.N.A.  was  held  on  January  3.  19^8  at  the  Rochester 
Museum  of  Arts  and  Sciences.  Seventy-nine  members  and  guests  were  present.  R.N.A. 
President  Francis  Cady  turned  the  banquet  meeting  over  to  John  Pittman  who  acted 
as  Toastmaster. 

Mr.  Pittman  introduced  W.  Stephen  Thomas,  Director  of  the  Rochester  Museum  of  Arts 
and  Sciences,  who  welcomed  all  the  members  of  the  R.N.A.  and  visitors  to  the 
Rochester  Museum  of  Arts  and  Sciences.  He  pointed  out  that  the  R.N.A.  was  probably 
the  oldest  hobby  group  affiliated  with  the  Museum.  This  affiliation  started  in 
1912.  He  also  made  special  mention  of  the  work  that  was  being  done  by  the  members 
of  the  R.N.A.  in  guiding  the  Junior  Numismatic  Group.  (This  group  under  the  sponsor- 
ship of  E.  Meinhart  now  has  over  fifty  active  members.)

Moore  has  been  a member 
of  the  R.N.A.  for  over  twenty-five  years. 

The  toastmaster  then  introduced  Vernon  L.  Brown,  Curator  of  the  Chase  National  Bank 
Collection  of  Moneys  of  the  World,  New  York  City,  who  gave  a very  interesting  and 
enlightening  discussion  of  the  Chase  National  Bank's  Collection  of  Moneys  of  the 
World  and  also  gave  much  interesting  information  relative  to  the  inflation  of 
moneys  in  the  present-day  world.  Brown's  subject  was  timely  and  members  and 
guests  were  enthusiastic  in  their  reception  of  his  remarks.

November  meetings  at  which  time  the  R.N.A.  Constitution  and  By-Laws 
were  completely  revised  and  the  whole  brought  up-to-date  by  the 
revisions  and  additions.
